Yes, the Plaza is a wonderland at Christmas 
time, but a most pagan wonderland. Christmas trees are bur- 
dened with multi-colored glowing bulbs; huge candles, tinkling 
bells, burning stars, and miles of fiery rope convert exquisite 
Spanish architecture into fairyland.

To Road In New 

With the opening performance of 
“Much Ado About Nothing” by the 
University Players of Catholic Uni- 
versity early this October, a new 
era of the theatre opened. Perhaps 
it would be more fitting to say that 
an old era of the theatre, thought to 
be dead for many years, has been 
born again. 

The aim of the tour and of the 
University Players is to establish a 
permanent traveling company which 
will make the living theatre avail- 
able to communities outside large 
cities and at the same time provide 
a livelihood and good experience 
for university-trained actors. When 
the traveling stock companies dis- 
appeared from the American scene, 
gone was the thrill and real experi- 
ence of the “road.” 

Jobs a Premium 

For some time, all theatrical roads 
have led to Broadway. Last season, 
Actors’ Equity reported that more 
than eighty per cent of its union 
membership went unemployed. If 
the actor is fortunate enough to be 
cast in a hit show, he remains with 
it for the length of its run. Even 
though he is assured of a steady job 
for a year or longer, his develop- 
ment as an actor is hindered by his 
confinement to one role during that 
period. 

Experience on Road 

The road company actor learns to 
play before varied audiences under 
any and all possible conditions in 
more than one play. He has the 
experience of playing one role while 
understudying three others and stand- 
ing by for any emergency. Thus his 
ability grows rather than withers 
with time. 

The first step towards the revival 
of the road show was made in 1941 
when a group of Catholic Universi- 
ty students from the Speech and 
Drama Department toured for two 
weeks through the East. The 
project, however, was halted by the 
war, and was begun again just this 
year. Only two other groups in the 
country are now attempting to do 
the same thing on a like scale. These 
are the Barter State Theatre in 
Virginia, who tour only that state 
and a few neighboring southern 
states, and a newly-formed company 
headed by Margaret Webster. The 
University Players is the only group 
of Catholics to make the attempt. 



Theatre Venture 

If each of their eighty-five per- 
formances meet with such high ac- 
claim as did their early performanc- 
es in New England, the University 
Players fill truly have started the 
ball rolling. They are now booked in 
fifteen states at such colleges as: the 
University of Notre Dame, St. Mary’s 
College, Webster College, St. Mary’s 
of the Woods, and Ursuline College. 

Two of their performances will 
be presented here at St. Teresa’s on 
Friday evening, January 20, at 8:30, 
p.m. and Saturday afternoon, Janu- 
uary 21, at 2:30 p.m. Tickets for re- 
served seats are now! on sale in the 
Drama Department.

What’s What 

Helen Lathrop 

“My soul doth magnify the Lord 
And my spirit hath rejoiced in God 
my Saviour." 

When the heavens opened to pour 
light into the world, mankind knew 
glory for the second time. With the 
Incarnation of Christ the struggle 
of unaided human nature had ended. 
And, since the time of Mary’s glo- 
rious incantation the Rejoice that 
lifts exuberant hearts rises again 
and again in song, in verse, and in 
drama. 

In the passionate style of the He- 
brew poets, Saint Luke first presents, 
sixty-three years after the Nativity, 
Christ as the Saviour. He embellish- 
es his gosel with such touching and 
enduring scenes as, 

The shepherds stood in fear while 
the brightness of God shone around 
them and a multitude of angels 
cried out “Glory to God in the 
Highest and on earth peace to 
men of good will.” 

Year after year this same refrain 
is echoed in Christmas carols. Per- 
haps nothing renews the spirit of 
Christmas among men more univer- 
sally than those traditional songs 
which differ in language, but not in 
meaning. 

In the early Middle Ages, Cyne- 
wulf, author of the elaborate Christ 
poem has wrought a miniature of 
the sacred scene of Christ’s birth. 
Among the arts which she mother- 
ed throughout the Medieval Ages 
the Church fostered and preserved 
the Christ-child tradition. The 
dreams of the market place stem 
directly from the tropes, mystery 
and morality plays of the sanctu- 
aries. From the Christmas Mass the 
dramatic episode between Mary and 
the seeking shepherds probably 
marks the first dramatic enactment 
of the Christmas story. Then, that 
spirited, original comedy, The Sec- 
ond Shepherd's Play, with its abun- 
dant humor and rich English back- 
ground, with its shepherds and 
sheep-stealer, is built around the 
Christmas theme. 

Robert Southwell, a devout Cath- 
olic and a Jesuit, adds a mystical 
tinge to the Incarnation in his sim- 
ple, but beautiful Burning Babe. Ben 
Jonson in his Hymn on the Nativi- 
ty pictures Christ the Son who made 
Himself the Prince of Peace to make 
us heirs of Glory. 

Although Charles Dickens avoids 
the sacred theme he gives an ever- 
lasting example of what Christ’s 
birth should mean among men. The 
story of Ebenezer Scrooge has be- 
come as much a part of Christmas 
as the carols. While he paves the

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Jesuit Cites Work 
Of Lay Apostolate 
On Mission Field 

Rev. Phelan, S.J., provided the 
student assembly with interesting 
anecdotes of his own background 
before considering mission topics, 
home and abroad. After spending 
four years at Holy Cross College, he 
entered the Jesuit seminary. Origi- 
nally he planned to teach high school N 
Latin, but the outcome of his first 
class discouraged this pursuit. From 
a class of eighteen boys, only five 
examples of shining young geniuses 
passed Latin. 

As co-editor of Jesuit Missions, 
Father Phelan has been very suc- 
cessful. Many thousands of letters 
from all over the world pour into 
his office daily. They tell the sor- 
rowful stories of ravage and death 
in depraved countries. 

Father Phelan quotes General 
MacArthur’s conviction that if 
enough religious were supplied, Ja- 
pan would be Christian within ten 
years. Several young men and wom- 
en are sacrificing a few years of 
their lives to become modern evan- 
gelists in such countries as Japan, 

Like all missionaries, Father Phe- 
lan stresses the absolute necessity 
of the laity’s aid — materially, but 
mostly spiritually. The priest also 
mentioned many lay persons, teach- 
ers, secretaries, doctors, nurses, who 
are devoting a year of their time to 
work in the foreign missions. These 
persons pay their own way to mis- 
sion countries where they help 
priests, using their particular train- 
ing and thus free priests for more 
intense work in saving souls. 

Father Phelan stressed the fact 
that the fourth mark of the Church 
— apostolic — means just what it says 
— living and working as apostles 
wherever complete Christianity is 
lacking. And he gave mission work 
a concrete example of the lay apos- 
tle's contribution.

They found out that at 
present the decision of what’s de- 
cent literature and what’s classified 
as “art” is largely up to the judge 
presiding. 

It is hoped that the City Council 
wakes up soon to enact a bill which 
is strong enough to keep the minds 
of the young as well as the old emp- 
ty of needless filth.

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Regional IRC Holds 
Parlay On Russia’s 
Policy to Far East 

The regional meeting of the In- 
ternational Relations Commission of 
the NFCCS was held at Mount St. 
Scholastica College in Atchison, Kan- 
sas, Saturday, December 3. Mary 
Watson and Barbara Riley repre- 
sented St. Teresa’s. 

Father Alcuin, O.S.B., of St. Ben- 
dict’s College, regional chaplain of 
the organization, opened the meet- 
ing with a prayer. A general meet- 
ing preceded adjournment to pan- 
els for group discussion. After 
luncheon, the panels reassembled 
and drew up resolutions, which were 
read later at the general assembly. 

The panel meetings were devoted 
to the discussion of Russia and the 
Church, the Tito-Stalin break, and 
Russia’s attitude toward the Far 
East. In the first panel, two gen- 
eral papers, which covered the ma- 
terialistic philosohy of Communism 
and the practices of the state in its 
attack on religion, were read. 

The following conclusions were 
drawn up: (1) The basic philosophy 
is actively atheistic, substituting a 
religion of man for the traditional 
religions; (2) The Russian State has 
pursued various policies to limit the 
Church and to destroy it — violence, 
propaganda, and administrative 
pressure; (3) The sphere of the 
Church’s activities in education, 
press, and propaganda has been nar- 
rowed, and an active anti-religion 
program has been supplemented.
